■ SCI. 15 TELLS 
OF NAVAL LIFE 



Has Had Many Expedencet With 
Subs. 



HOME ON^, LEAVE. , 

Was Attached to seaplane Sec 
tion of the R. N. A. 8. hi 
England. 



A visitor at the Union yesterday 
was Fiight-LIeut. Geo. Hodeson, R. 
N. A. S., who la home on leave. Pre- 
vious to Ills .enlistment Hodgaon was 
a member of Science '15. Lieut, 
i^lodgson has seen much service over- 
aeas, and fflvcs the following account 
of the work with the R. N. À. S. 

The Royal Naval Air Service Is 
practically the same as the R.P.c 
The work Is divided Into two 
branches, one of v^^ch Is detailed to 
work on land, anâ^lhe other on the 
sea. The men In the former branch 
use the, ordlniu-y land plane, and 
they are gcncrajly connected to bomb- 
ing squadrons In France. Those who 
are in the hitter branch (to 'which 
Lieut. Hodgson was connected) use 
3oa planes and flying boats. The sea- 
planes may have for their base either 
a coast station or a sea plane car- 
rlpr, Avhich Is attached to a flotilla. 
There Ih always a carrier connected 
,wltli a largo naval ba^e, and It goes 
out with the fleet when the latter 
leaves Its base. 

The duty of the sea pilot when con- 
nected to one of these flotillas Is to 
do scoiitlng work, •. if the weather Is 
auitable—whlch It seldom Is., The 
planes, while on patroi duty, must 
keep çpnstantiy - on' :.tiiti ::.*.'qui— vl v»!.' • 
tor submarines. " When oiie Is sight- 
ed It Is Immediately bombed. It Is 
surprlslngr to what depth one can see 
from a plane, alihough it depends 
upon the nature of the water. Around 
Scotland you can see quite clearly to 
a depth of even GO feet, while along 
the shore of England you can bardly 
see at all. / » 

When connected to a coast station, 
upon sighting a U-boat, the fact la 
immediately flashed by wireless to the 
coast station, where- the whole of the 
anti-sub. patrol Ig in readiness. On 
a clear day subs, can 'be seen as far 
away as 16 miles, and one can fly 
comparatively high, but in misty 
weather one must fly low. Although 
the U-boat, when In motion Is read- 
ily visible, it can be. seen with dif- 
ficulty when stationary. One, per- 
,lmps, sees only a white streak, and 
upon closer inspection' finds a sub. 

However, the submarines are al- 
ways on the lookout for planes, and 
one must surprise them. The pilot 
manoeuvres so • as to get his plane 
between the sun and the sub, keeping 
at a high altitude. 

Then, for the sake of silence, the 
engine is shut off, and the plane is 
allowed to glide down and brought 
into position- to drop its bombs, when 
the most favorable momerft comes. 
iJombs are dropped anywhere from 
jOO to 2,000 feet, but usually between 
five and eight hundred. Core must 
be exercised In dropping the bombs 
to Judge the clistance as, If they are 
dropped from a lower altitude than 
five hundred feet there Is a strong 
probability of beitig blow up by your 
own bombs. Tho. bombs, when loosed, 
travel with \thejjia âm gjfôeloclty as the 
plane, so naturaiîy^niintiie water di- 
rectly below you. So when the sub. is 
In sight you set the bomb si^ht on it 
and drop the bomb . before you are 
directly over It. 

It Is very difficult to tell when you 
do got a direct hit from a plane. 
Hodgson remarked that he had bomb- 
ed four or five subs, but really could 
not tell whether he had been suc- 
cessful in making a hit or not. Some- 
times after bombing they had started 
to drag for the subs., but this was 
found to be very difficult owing to 
the s reijit ^i ff lculty of establishing 
the posiup^^ifthe submarine, when it 
was ' hlt;'^'^6dg8on then wpnt on to 
tell _ of another kind of work which 
the air service .undertakes — that of 
convoy work. " ' ' 

•Convoy work' is very Important, and 
it has been found that there, are no 
cases' , of ships convoyed by^airomft 
patrol ever being sunk. Sub's.' seldom 
attack planes, for should they do so 
It lias been found that planes gener- 
ally get the better of the scrap. There 
was a time, when oid^er machines 
were used for convoy, that subs, 
would try and attack a convoy, biit 
with tho advont o£ more modern ma- 
chines, with their Increase In speed, 
the subs, have kept clear. One of the 
great , difficulties to be encountered 
by our air craft la in the matter of 
navigation. Usually a plane goes out 
for five houVs or so at a time, and 
reckonings are made by time and 
compass. .One of the curious things 
one' finds Is . that when flying, it is 
impossible to tell if tHere le any wind-

While meant for air service, the planes 
are fixed so as to make it possible 
for them ' to staif on the water. But 
generally they are kept in tlie air, 
and kept going till the/ strike Eng- 
land. Hodgson had this happen once. 
He was up only half an hour, when 
he noticed that a fog was coming 
up, and another- time, while on pa- 
trol he was fifty miles out, and the 
weather changed, and low clouds ap- 
peared. Suddenly the wind changed, 
and he decided to come back home 
above the clouds. He Judged that it 
would take him about an hour to get 
to tho coast. After about half an 
hour he eaw through a rift in the 
clouds thoit he wa.s over the land. It 
amounted to this, that he had been 
carried along by the wind, and it was 
Just by chance that he saw the land. 

Among other students who are In 
the B. N. A. S. he mentions Nor- 
man Scott, , A. Wilson, Sci. '17, Char- 
lie McNlchol, B.Sc, and Frank Mc- 
Gill (now Flight Commander in Sell- 
ly Isles), Flight Sub-Lieut. Gooch, who 
had the misfortune to get lost while 
flying, and had to descend, and is in- 
terned in Holand; George Scott, Scl. 
'17, and' numbers cf others. 

Men in' the R. N. A. S. have leave 
about two days per month, which is 
usually spent In London. 

Est«h-isea plane has two pilots, 
while the land ^machines have but 
one. ^ 

It takes about sly months' training 
to qualify fully for this service. 

When the war began there were 
about one hundred officers and men 
in the air service, but' now there are 
over 40,000 men. This includes me- 
chanics, whose duiy It Is to overhaul 
and Iceep in repair the machines used. 

The cruising speed has also increas- 
ed, and it now ranges from 70 miles 
per hour to the greatest, which is 
about 100 miles per hour with an 
average machine. 

Hodgson says there are thousands 
of ;Canadian students now in England, 
ahd^ many are in the flying busl- 



A most Interesting and instructive 
lecture was given last evening in the 
R. V. C, by Mr. Bernard Walker, 
editor of the Scientific American. The 
lecture was Illustrated by most ar- 
tistic lantern slides of the U. S. Navy, 
lent by the American Naval Ijeasue, 
and several pictures of the British 
Navy were also shown. 

Mr. Walker traced the growth of 
the U. 'S. Navy from its commence- 
ment. At first It was Intended strict- 
ly for defence. The navy began With 
the building of three ships, tiie num 
bcr gradually Increasing, till in 1904 
the States stood second among the 
nations in naval power. 

In 1004 the^ first Dreadnought 'waa 
built in England, and other nations 
followed in her steps when it was 
proved that. this, type of ship was the 
must effective.^The States then drop 
ped back 'to ''third in power on the 
seas. This was due to political neg- 
lect. A . programme of construction 
of a navy was drawn up, and the 
National Security League and the Na- 
tional Defence League united their 
efforts on its behalf. The average 
sum voted per year towards the 
na'\7' ■was $2,000,000. The. .number of 
officers and men was about tripled. 

Vessels have been built to meet the 
demands of / modern warfare. There 
are plans . no^ in execution for bat- 
tleships, super-dreadnoughts, and for 
six cruisers of S5,l)30 tons, run entire- 
ly by electricity. By the end of this 
year the States will again be second' 
In strength. 

The Interned .German ships have 
been used to carry troops to the 
other side. The best of the destroyer 
fleet were sent to the help of the Al- 
lies on the declaration of war by 
the States, on account of the ruthless 
submarine warfare of our enemies. 
Submarines have since been sent. 
There Is now an appropriation of 
^160,000,000 for the new destroyer 
fleet. The Henry Ford plant at To- 
ronto is to be given over to the 
building of new cliasers, which are 
equipped lft>r dropping bombs from the 
sterns. These bombs nrç set to ex- 
plode near the submarine, and the 
force of the concussion is sufficient 
to 'sink thé submarine even if tho 
bomb should not touch it. 

Mr. Walker closed the lecture by 
showing the lantorp slides. He stat- 
ed that he ha^ heard fro ma friend, 
Vlce-Admlral Slmriis, that the Ameri- 
can fleet had fitted in with the Brit- 
ish without a hitcli, and was now as- 
sisting with its excellent work. 



RECENT MILITIA ORDERS OF IN- 
TEREST -TO CHEMIStRY 
STUDENTS. 



Militia orders, issued by tnlltlia 
headquarters at Ottawa, contain a 
paragraph dealing with the proced- 
ure In the case of men erroneously ar- 
rested .as defaulters undof the Mili- 
tary Service Act. , The paragraph 
states that me.n who have been ap- 
prehended as defaulters and taken on 
the strength 'pf the C.E.F.," shall, 
on the production Of satisfactory 
proof, ^hat they have complied with 
the act. be struck off the strength 
as- "erroneously ordered to report." 

Another paragraph states that phy- 
sicians, dentists,' And veterinary sur- 
geons ordered to report for duty may, 
O!-. reporting, 'be granted Immediate 
leave of absence without pay, until 
their services are required as offi- 
cers. 

In future names of absentees and 
deserters from the C. E. P. in the 
United States will be forwarded di- 
rect by military district headquar- 
ters, to)(|ho«proyost-nm here. The 
list wiini5e'*sent when the men have 
overstayed their lea've ■ by: forty-eLçht 
liours, and "military districts -ivlll he 
required to receive absentees and de- 
serters from across the line, regard- 
less of where they may belpng, nr- 
rangemerits bclns sub.-jequently made 
to forward them" 'to their proper dis- 
tricts. 

In view of the urgent requirements 
for qualified chemists in the service, 
instructions have gone out to com- 
manding officers to ascertain from 
tholr units the naems of men who 
have university traiitlng in chemistry 
or meaUurgy, or experienced in the 
manufacture of explosives, and for- 
■ward them to headquarters.

If there is one kind of failing M'hich, more than any other, it is 
hard to find any exciise or palliation for, it is that peculiar form of 
moral obliquity which is commonly called insincerity. Yet there i.s 
no fault more common among the young men of to-day. Matters have 
come to such a pass that it is now regarded as almost "queer" to 
be sincere about anything; the earnest man is looked on as an od- 
dity. While this attitude is not, by any means confined to college 
students, it is certainly at the modem University that one finds it 
most prevalent. The average man, when he reaches college, wislies 
to show his complete emancipation from all tlie trammels of his 
younger days, and hence thinks to create an impression of worldly 
■wisdom by decrying any form of true enthusiasm. 

Yet, after all, what is finer than to see a ma;i who is straight- 
forward, who does not seek to make apologies for the enthusiasm he 
feels for a good cause Î Nq matter what mistakes the earnest man 
may make, lie at least has the consolation that he erred in all sin- 
cerity. But the man who is constantly "trimming his sails" to «uit 
everyone with whom he speaks is almost certain to have his nio- 
jtives suspected when he would wish to appear most disinterested. 

It is undoubtedly true that men arc born with open and frank 
natures, to which anything savouring of tergiversation ig abhorrent, 
but it is possible, just the same, for anyone to cuUivatê":tHis" frank-- 
ine as. like any other good habit. Of course, the ideal thing would be 
Torall p£ us to have by nature characters free from guile, but this 
in the common order of things, is impossible. The next best thing 
to it is for all of us to strive to be as open and sincere in his deal- 
ings as he can ; it is really surprising how quickly one can drift into 
the custom of never giving a direct reply to a straightforward ques- 
tion. 

We are convinced that the . majority of our readers will ex^ 
perienee an unpleasant shock when they look back over their recent 
actions with a critical eye, and try to sec how far they have strayed 
from the path of sincerity and truth, often about the most trivial 
matters. . It is so easy to avoid speaking out in direct condemnation 
of what is wrong, so simple to play the safe, if somewhat mean part 
of the passive spectator, that it seems almost brutal when we hear 
the right kind of man stand up at the proper time and speak words 
of unqualified blame for what we have come to regard as only a 
minor fault, after all. Still, we cannot withhold praise from the man 
who has t\w courage of his convictions, and is not deterred from 
speaking his opinion by any thought of public feeling. 

All honour, then, to the straightforward man! If we are not 
all, pci-haps, cast in the same mould, we can at least do our best to 
imitate him. The student who is not above the petty «iltrivances 
and ingenuities which seem to bulk so large in the daily life of the 
University can never be a true leader of niien, whatcvc^r his tempor- 
ary success may be. ;

To those who attended the hockey gameg on Monday night, 
there was just one thing missing which would, by supplementing 
the splendid performance put up by the team, have made the en- 
joyment of the evening complete, and that was proper support by 
the student body. As on former occasions, there were a few. loyal 
"rooters" present to cheer on the Red and White to victory, but 
in comparison with the great body of University men which every 
night crowds the theatres, the representation was poor indeed. 

It seems that the students of McOill will never learn the les- 
son, which we have at various times taken such pains to impress 
upon their minds, and which has moreover been often borne out in 
h^rd-fought battles on. the rink — that no hookey team, whatever 
the individual merit of iti memben, can play its beat unless it 
feels the support of the whole bum of the organization it lepre- 
lents.

This is to a certain extent true, for no 
one will deny that the boys of the Red and White team have been 
puttmg up a great game lately. But it is our firm conviction that 
with a crowd of two or three hundred "rooters" to support ^them 
t)ie team would play just that much better. 

There is some occult influence which is nevertheless a wonder- 
fully strong one which attaches to a large assembly of men whose 
only desire for the moment is to see their team win, and which is 
responsible for that little extra amount of energy that causes a 
team to tie the score within five minutes of the gong, and then win 
out in the last few seconds.

The record regarding Dr. Racey Is 
t-mbodled in the second meeting of the 
University Governors. It remains, 
therefore, for this Dally of ths Mn- 
Glll UnlverHlly to record a letter 
wlilcli tells that Dr. Rnoey wn.s a 
member of the teaching staff, of the 
Montreal School of Medicine, ap- 
pointed by the aovernors of McGUl 
I niverslty in the original classes of

Hé 'seems to have been the 
one English statesman of the first 
rank who ' throughout endeavor^, tu 
giasp the Irish point of view, to.reoa 
the riddle of Parnell, to turn a reso 
lute back upon coercion. If he- had a 
fault, "it was an excessive loyalty to 
Mr. Gladstone, arid" a failure to.^^re- 
olize what It was to cost the Liberal 
party that Chamberlain should have 
been driven away. England has paid 
dearly for Mr. Gladstone's dominât 
Ine leadership, even though there ore 
circumstances to -be urged In mitiga- 
tion, 

There followed long years of op - 
position during which he stood, nobly 
by the right cause, which waa the 
unpopular 'cause,- ' during - the South 
African War. These were lean years 
for liberalism; and it must have been 
a hard task for one with other tastea 
to stand by his creed, and keep in 
actual sight a faith so scorned. "With 
the triumph of 1906,Lord Morley took 
au office hardly less contentious and 
Infinitely more complejx than that of 
Ireland. His Indian secretaryship is 
the most conspicuous example, Ripon's 
viceroyalty apart, of an effort to ap- 
ply the principles of liberalism to fn 
Issue blinded by the prejudices of race 
and color and manifold diversity of 
interest. More can not be said than 
that he made a beginning. The feel- 
ing of anyone who reads the letters 
written week by week by Lord MInto, 
and here reprinted, will be mainly of 
admiration for a courage that, at 
close on seyenty^ co'uld assume so 
great a task. The problem was bare- 
ly touched, but faintly stated. There 
are no more than indications of the 
path that . change may happily one 
day take. There are noble 'pleas for 
clemency In administration, and a fine 
distaste for .executive Justice. One 
feels a certain weariness in the en- 
deavor — a sense that the enemy ' and 
the traditions were at times almost 
too strong. And the tenure was too 
short to do more than register a hope 
of greater things. 

Through the thirty years of stormy 
political conflict, the quality of Which 
this book leaves the deetiest con- 
sciousness Is serenity. The Judgment 
on men is sober and clear-cut, the 
maxims of conduct faithful to those 
Irom whom Lord Morley tobk his 
prtnclpl.es. He occupied in the House 
of Commons a singufdrly aloof posl 
tion. Never i à great orator, his 
speeches were convincing, and he had 
the sense of right which prevents the 
manipulation of a bad case, ' He 
lacked the genliis of negotiation, and 
Impressed his party, less by the charm

Last night a Daily representatlvc- 
waa privileged to have a talk with 
f l L. QordoP. Sol. 'IB, .who is now 
on leave in Montreal after serving: 
vlUt U>« R. N. Air Service, in which 
he is Flight Lieutenant He related 
some of the ezperienoes which he lie < 
passed through. He aald that gener- 
ally it was fairly cold In the air, when 
flying at high altitudes, therefore 
great care had to be exercised in 
tlie choice of warm <;lothlns. Ex- 
perience hsis proved that It was ne- 
cessary to be careful, and now our 
airmen were using electric-heated 
(loves, belts and boots, as it vp.s 
found that the hands and feet gave 
most trouble, ard were, moat dUfl- 
Dult to keep warm. 

In the course of the conversation 
be related how careful a naval air 
man must be. He said that In tho 
event of the motor stopping when ai 
sea. It would. bo necessary to conio 
down, and should this prove at 
bll neeeBsa]*y great care must be ex- 
ercised for coming down too quicklj 
In a rough sea might crush the boat, 
for m the descent, if a big wave wow 
met, the hull of the boat might re- 
ceive serious damage.

He was too aloof 
from the amnàgement of . men to have 
led a party as Disraeli led one; too 
lacking in the dangeroiis magnetism 
of oratorical supremacy, by which Mr. 
Glodstone maintained his power, ever 
to hold the mass of men, He Im- 
pressed English politics somewhat as 
Mill impressed them, with this dif- 
ference, that while Mill convinced the 
House that intelligence and charac- 
ter can be translated from philosophy 
into the large isHues of every day 
life. Lord Morley made It evident that 
•the philosopher himself was capable 
of suçh translation. How far this 
vision extended we do not Imow. The 
war casts ita veil over his thoughts 
on our own day. Did he sympathize 
with the Anglo-Busslan entente? Did 
he aid liord Haldane In that tragical- 
ly abortive effort towards friendship 
with Germany? Did he at all stay 
the mad race for armaments which 
seemed, in his last seven years of 
office, to Impeach the purposes of 
liberalism? What thoughts were in 
bis mind on that bitter day of August 
when he resigned from power? Of 
all this no word , is suld. One thing 
only bears witness to the retention, 
iTi dark hours, ot the lifelong faith — 
a plea In the House of Lords for the 
administration of the war on terms 
.that are consonant with liberty. It Is 
a plea not different from what wo 
would have demanded, and from none 
other does it mean so much. »

cial place. Bttgehot has shown that 
III the field of critical Interpretation 
ho was at least Lord Morley's com- 
peer In quality; and 'in his exactitude 
of psychological Interpretation Bage- 
hot iH clearly the better man.

INSTAI^MENT L 

Conversation Is one of the most 
efflâent means of bringing one's self 
into the publio eye. With careful 
practice )t can tK» reduced to a fine 
art, and used as a most effective 
weapon against your social rivals. 
There are several qualities to be cul- 
tivated before one may hope to be- 
come a brilliant converaationallst: 

(1) A loud and strident voice. « 

(2) A vivacious manner. 

(3) Speed In talking (do not stop 
to take a breath, sorteone else may 
say somthing). 

(4) Impressive words, especially ad- 
jectives ' (her eyes were plenllune, 
pulsating and poignant). When these 
have been well practiced one must 
next turn one's attentfon to the type 
ot conversation. 

I. — Contradtctus directus — when 
the "iion" of the hour remarlca that 
he saw a crow that day flying south, 
turn round and say In most empha- 
tic tones, "'You did not! That raven 
was going north I "—the effect will be 
instantaneous. 

II. — Contradtctus sarcasticus — to 
remarks similar to the above the 
proper answer is, "How phenomenal! 
Crows usually go inorth in the 
spring." 

IV. — Interrugatus Personalus or Re- 
markus Personalus — both very effica- 
cious, 

Tlie beginner will find it mpst ad- 
Visaiale to confine his responses to 
these types for the first few weeks, 
till his reputation is assured, espe- 
cially .in the company of strangers. 

Kow, as to subjects which are suit- 
able for light conversation, they must 
be left to the. individual's own dis- 
cretion. We shall venture a few sug- 
gestions which may be helpful. 

"A little learning is a dangerous 
thing," says one. of our . immortal 
bards. Therefore b'y logical reason- 
ing one comes to the conclusion that 
one should talk of that of which one 
knows nothing — the Ploneteslmal 
Hypothesis, tho dithyrambs of Sopho- 
cles, the peculiarities uf the spring ot 
the sardine, tho proper method of 
frying roast beef — In fact, any sub- 
H'lH similar to these. None of your 
hearers will know anything about 
I hem. So you are safe In any state- 
ment you wish to make. If you have 
had a toothache or an operation late- 
ly, talk abbut them. This always 
arouses interest and sympathy, and at 
this point alone do not allow anyone 
to get a word in about their own ex- 
periences— if you do they will never 
stop talking, and it is. absolutely ne- 
cessary that you should hold the 
floor all tho time. From operations 
and toothaches, pas.s on to doctors and 
dentists, their appearance, "habitat" 
and "genus." Do not be afraid to 
express your opinions freely; they 
are all the more effective If one of 
your hearers happens to be related to 
the "Species Medlcus." After you 
ave exhausted this subject (and your 
audience) pass on to the topics of the 
day. You may now say whatever 
yoa please, the listeners will be too 
weak to resist. Talk about politics, 
V>xû Control, soldiers, anything you 
are Interested- in. . Toll them how 
i.a.>i.y relatives you have at the front; 
describe their' personal appearance, 
their heroic deeds, their virtues (bo 
cuieful here that there are no intlm-, 
ate friends of the family present). It 
you have small brothers and sisters 
at iiome, speok of their remarkably 
clever and amusing deeds, and say- 
liigs— here someone may have recov- 
ered sufficiently to say, "Yesterday, 

tlv l.ial.iy " Stop them at once.' 

The proper answer is, "Oh, my dear! 
How Sweet! Speaking of babies, my 

small sister once said " This 

compels attention. If you find your 
audience leaving at this point do not 
be discouraged, get up and follow 
them, they will appreciate the atten- 
tion. 

With careful attention to details and 
a Judicious selection of subjects such 
as these, we can guarantee that you 
will cause a sensation in society cir- 
olef. 




is because of the answer ,that he gave 
that we are forging a scientific re- 
sponse. The lilfe of Cobden is the 
t' xt-book of an epoch; and it Is, in 
Kome sort, the mc*t interesting of all 
his books because, so clearly, the 
writer learned conviction in the writ 
ing of it. Above all, of course, there 
lowers the Gladstone, and however it 
be regarded, It Is in the real sense a 
magistral book. Not so much In its 
portrait of Mr. Gladstone as in the 
background It paints — the marveluius 
picture of Newman's Oxford, the tale 
of the Home Rule epoch, the record 
of cabint't technique— It sets the per- 
spective of English political history 
for more than sixty years. Lord 
Morley would not Mnuself claim that 
tho Gladstone there depicted is the 
aiadstone history wlU entirely re- 
cognize. It is the disciple's picture, 
with too few oC the toucdies Dilke and 
Chamberlain and Hartington could 
have contributed. It has .ilgnificant 
omissions; and there are many arch- 
ives to be explored before the last 
judgment may be pronounced with 
confidence. If, from the ewenty odd 
volumes, it was some half-hundred 
pages one had to take, it Is the lee - 
ture on Machiavelll that Is above all 
compelling. There, as largely stated 
as a man can state them, are the 
great questions; and the answer is 
made In fine temper and with tha 
deep experience of essential battles 
lost and won. 

If the books have one, defect, it Is 
perhaps the absence of emotion In 
them. They are. always on the cold 
lovel of pure- reason. They lack tho 
glorious smile that sometimes and not 
seldom) breaks over Maitland's pages.

If by religious is meant that 
eii-vatlon of mind ami cagcrnrss for 
great purpose which, .-is hj himself 
migge.stK. there- have been few mote 
religious men. He lacks the mysfic 
community with the unseen and thn 
unknowable which is at every mo- 
niont BO baffling In peryor.s so di- 
verse as Bismarck and Mr. Glid- 
Ktone; thoush one feels here that he 
has seen the more clcnrly for It. Ho 
is obviously not metaphysical In tem- 
per—Mill, Goethe, 'Wordsworth, Burke, 
nre those ' to whom, aiiove . all, ho 
j-eems to return. But, as the wholo 
of his work hua shown, he ha.^ in u 
high degree that sense of great In- 
stitutions which makes a man ex- 
amine not less reverently because he 
rejects her truths the great corpor- 
ate church which stUl rcna.ains thi- 
greatest example of human fellovv- 
phlp. It is Irom Mill and Comte, 
doubtless, that he has drawn the 
tinge of rigidity in outlook ^hat Is 
rarely far away. Someone Itas finely 
said of him that he has had the 
Dominican temper; and there is a 
noble sense in which he has been an 
Inquisitor for truth. But he has so 
tar retained the power to doubt pro- 
foundly that It Is, after all, a qual- 
ity that one needa And he has kept 
80 generously a love of men, a caro 
for the ends they seek, a passion for 
the paths they tread, that it is rev- 
lerence, perhap^ above all, that hl.s 
sternness will .evoke. Nor will it be 
a small claim to our gratitude that 
he has persistently emphasized the 
perennial sources of civil aiid moral 
wisdom.' 

The generations rjre each of them 
visions that die, and it is the most 
difficult ot tasks to appraise the con- 
tribution each has made. There is 
abroad to-day a temper which belit- 
tles, without much knowledge, the 
achievement of the Victorian time. 
We should ho. careful of such light- 
hearted . judgment. . The Victorian 
age, after all, is the age that gave us 
Darwin and Huxley, Mill and Mere- 
dith, John Bright and ~T. H. Green. 
"New truths," Lord Morley tells us, 
"were welcomed In free minds, and 
free minds make bravo hearts. . . 

. Fresh, principles were set afloat, 
and supported by, the. right reasons. 
The standards of ambition rose high- 
er and purer.- Men learned to^ care 
more for one another." There is 
hardly here one word too much, and It 
sets a lofty standard for our genera- 
tion. And it is in the lives of men 
who have given heart and mind, as 
he has giveti them, to the discovery 
of those truths and'prihclples, that we 
shall humbly find the inspiration of 
our own effort." — ^H. J. L.
